When thelr efliclency wana In-
creased so thut a Guatling gun would fire
1.2%0 shots a minute, without any percepti-
ble recoil, and permiiting either a lateral
Fweep while firing or the eending of every
one of the shots at one small taurget, the
complete success of the Gatling gun was
assured the world over.
